The  thirty-fifth  volume  of  the  Fayettevillian  was  printed  by  the 
Delmar  Printing  Company  in  Chariotte,  riori:h  Carolina.  Joe  Hughes 
was  the  personal  representative.  This  book  was  published  by  the  FSU 
Yearbook  staff,  which  is  composed  of  undergraduate  student  mem- 
bers. 

Eighteen  hundred  copies  of  the  book  were  published  for  distribution. 
The  book  contains  200  pages  with  printing  in  4  color  process  on  both 
endsheets.  The  endsheet  paper  is  #120  Glacier  White.  The  trim  size  is  9 
X  12  inches.  Paper  stock  is  Westvaco  #80  gloss  enamel.  The  book  is 
smyth  sewn  and  rounded  and  backed. 

The  cover  was  designed  by  Lamar  Wiggins  with  the  help  of  the 
yearbook  staff.  Many  of  the  layouts  in  the  publication  were  done  by 
Tammy  Terry,  the  yearbook  editor.  The  cover  design  is  blind  embossed 
on  bright  blue  lexotone  cover  material.
